Dawn,

We are preparing a letter that provides answers to your questions, but this will give you a general
idea of the information:

- CDM’s original budget for the migration was approximately $266,000
- CDM’s modified budget was approximately $275,000

- Approximately $175,000 of that amount was paid from IAGs for Newark Bay oversight and FFS
support

- Louis Berger’s budget was approximately $19,000

- The estimated duration was approximately a year, actual duration more like 15 months, with a few
minor issues still being addressed in the two or three months after that

- Migration of the data was more complex that originally thought, hence the modification of the
budget

- Of the amount paid to CDM from the IAG for RI/FS oversight, approximately 4/5 was in the last
oversight bill, and 1/5 in BFC 27213260033

I am still waiting for information about the total amount billed by LBG, and how much was
included in BFC 27213260033.
